BOOSTING THE LOAN, 

Speaking on Chinese financial 
independence at an informal 
meeting of Chinese notables, 
principally high officials and 
lilvrati, on September 8, at the 
residence of De. Wellington Koo, 
Dr. Paul S. Reinsch said -— 

“If Chinese financiers and 
bankers: will take tho initiative 
in elaborating a practical policy 
they can undoubtedly count on 


jintecnationsl support. The pres- 


ant situation catls for help—at 
least in initiating a plan, as other 
nationsaretoobusy with theirown 
affairs. A practicable proposal 
of Chinese finance will, however, 
receive support. Nevertheless we 
must realize how near China is 
to a financial breakdown and 
what it would mean. The un- 
derlying economic condition .of 
China isso favourable that the 
financial problems would be 
easily handled. were there in- 
itiative and co-cp?ration.” 


TWENTY MILLION DOLLARS. 

He proposed a Constitution [n- 
terim Loan of G. $2,000,000 a’ 
month for ten months, to cive the 
Government a chance to exist: 
without worry daring the con- 
stitution-making period. Mean- 
while the Financial Com- 
mission would elaborate a 
of revenus reform 
with. the co-operation of national 
and foreign bankiog repres-nta- 
tives. It should be proposed for 
the Consortium tomake tha above 
loan aod to have its “representa- 
tires co-operate with the 
Financial Commission. Thisisa 
time when cuch assistance should 
be given. Later it will be un- 
necessary or too. late to avert 
financial disaster. Such co 
operation between the Chinese 
Governmect, Chinesa Bankers 
and foreign financial experts 
would in itself restore the credit 
of the Government. 


AN AMERICAN LOAN, 
' Should the Consortium decline 


‘to make such a loan or should 


it propose terms which would 
induce long discussion -in Varlia- 
ment and a consequent delay in 
the completion of the Constitu- 
tion, it would then become neces- 
sary to invite banks outside of 
the Consortium to take up the 
matter. 

The taxable resources of China, 
«hen thes can once be reached 
by new legislation afver. the 
Constitution is established, are 
far more ample thar the resources 
available in any other conatry 
except the United States 

What China needs is not the 
much discussed “strong oan,” 
but only a good financier and 
teamwork between the Chinese 
Government and bankers. 

Chinese initiative in proposing 
a practicable plan and pledging 
support to it will unqestionably 
induce foreign interests to co- 
operate. 

“China does not come before 
the world as pleading for 
assistance but as offering a plan 
for developing ker financial re- 
sources.——Reuter.
